To the Taxpayers and Citizens of Northumberland. 
+004 


Believing it to be the duty of the Selectmen to render an account 
of their stewardship to the taxpayers, we submit the following re- 
port for their consideration. 

The appropriation for highways and bridges was reduced last 
spring $ 500. below that of {wo years ago. It was mistaken econo- 
my, and the Road Agent and Selectmen believed it to be so from 
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the start, and were most thoroughly convinced as the season ad- 
vanced and proved to be one of the worst, for keeping highways in 
repair, that we have had for several years. As will be seen by the 
report, the expenditure was considerably in excess of the appro- 
priation, and for this fact neither the Road Agent or Selectmen 
feel that they have any apology to make, as the appropriation 
voted was altogether too small, and considerably below what the 
town is required by law to make. 

The amount appropriated for rebuilding Roaring Brook bridge, 
as estimated by the last year’s board of Selectmen, was § 500, and 
was exceeded by only $65.37, which was caused by extending a 
stone wing several yards up stream to act asa breakwater to pre- 
vent the south abutment being undermined. We feelthat a good, 
permanent job has been done, which will last for years to come 
without further expense. 

As a contrast to the above, we are glad to be able to report that 
we kept well within our appropriation for a receiving tomb, hay- 
ing expended a little less than $ 520. of the $800. voted for this 
purpose. A further expenditure of perhaps $ 25. for shelving the 
inside, and the job will te completed, and is a credit to the town. 

Of the appropriation of $ 300. voted for the construction and re- 
pair of sidewalks, we expended less than $ roo. We could not see 
our way clear todo any new work, as the appropriation was not 
large enough to get contractors to bid on the work. 

By request of the Selectmen, the Road Agent constructed a piece 
of sidewalk, using gravel fora base, and a top dressing of fine 
coal ashes. The result was quite satisfactory, and we would re- 
commend further construction of this material, as it is much 
cheaper than concrete, and, protected by a stone curbing, would 
be quite as satisfactory, with a light top dressing every other year. 

The new library building presented to the town by the ladies of 
the V. I. S., while not by any means elaborate, is very comfortable 
and convenient, and is proving its right toa place in the commn- 
nity; the larger list ofpatrons shows the wisdom, and foresightedness 
of its donors in contributing their money for this purpose. At the 
request of some of the tax payers we have inserted in the warrant an 
article to see if the town will vote to expend a small sum to put in 
a suitable underpinning and grade a little around the building. We 


think the work can be done for one half the sum asked for and re- 
commend that it be appropriated, 
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For the first time since any of your present board took office the 
report shows larger liabilities than assets. This of course any voter 
understands is caused by the purchase last March of the plantofthe 
Northumberland Water Co. If this had not been done the report 
would still have shown, as during the past two years, a large surplus 
on the right side. Owing toa slight flaw inthe wording of the 
article in the warrant last spring and another error inthe record- 
ing of the vote, we were unable to sell our 4 per cent bonds to pay 
for the plant. At the biennial election in November last these errors 
were corrected, and we attempted to sell our bonds, but found the 
bond market in a very unsatisfactory condition and were advised by 
bond dealers to wait for a few months before disposing of them. We 
did so, and while there has been some improvement, we were unable 
to get quite the premium we desired, but thought best to dispose of 
them as our notes given to pay for the plant until we could float 
our bonds were bearing 5 per cent interest. We therefore advertised 
for bids which were opened February 15, and after carefully consider- 
ing the matter we awarded the issue ($35,0c0.00) to Jose, Parker & 
Co.. of Boston, ata premium of $16.00 on each $1,000.00, the interest 
to be paid semi-annually and the bonds to be issued in a serial form, 
payable $2,500.00 the first of March each year until redeeined, begin- 
ning with 1904. 

. We could have sold the bonds at a larger premiumif we had 
thought best to issue a straight 15 years bond, but we found upon 
investigation that the serial form was growing in favor with country 
towns, anda strong point in its favor was that it dces away with the 
necessity of a large sinking fund to redeem the bonds at maturity, 
It is proposed by your board at this writing to take a portion ofthe 
money in the treasury at present and purchase a few of our own 
bonds, probably those due in 1g04 and ’o05, as we are offered those at 
a less pricethan we sold them, owing to the short time before they 
mature. The voters can decide before the bonds due in 1606 are pay- 
able, how much it will be necessary to raise by direct taxation over 
and above the income from the water system, to provide for the pay- 
ment of the interest on the outstanding bonds and the redemption 
of $2,500.00 each year.
